THE  SHORT  LINE  ENTRANCE. 

November  12,  iQO??  the  “Golden  Spike  of  the 
Yellowstone  Park  Railroad  commemorated  the 
completion  of  the  rail  line  to  Yellowstone  Park, 
and  opened  up  a new  rail  entrance  to  Wonderland 
that  places  the  Oregon  Short  Line,  and  all  rail- 
roads entering  Salt  Lake  City  and  Ogden,  in  a 
position  to  offer  their  patrons  an  ideal  route  to 
the  Park.  The  terminal  station  “Yellowstone” 
named  in  honor  of  this  national  resort  is  but  nine-

teen  miles  from  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin,  while 
the  grandeur  of  the  scenery  along  the  Madison 
River  and  through  the  Madison  Canyon  -en  route 
is  equalled  only  by  the  Grand  Canyon  of  the 
Yellowstone. 

For  the  season  of  1908  the  “Yellowstone  Special” 
of  the  Oregon  Short  Line  will  depart  from  Salt 
Lake  City  about  7:30  p.  m.  and  arrive  at  Yellow- 
stone about  6:30  a.  m.,  connecting  with  the  Con- 
cord Coach  Line  of  the  Monida  & Yellowstone 
Stage  Company  for  all  points  in  the  Park.  The 
hotels  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  Association, 
“Fountain,”  Lower  Geyser  Basin;  “Old  Faithful 
Inn,”  Upper  Geyser  Basin;  “Colonial,”  Yellow- 
stone Lake;  “Canyon,”  Grand  Canyon;  “Mam- 
moth,” Mammoth  Hot  Springs;  with  lunch  sta- 
tions at  “Thumb  Bay,”  Yellowstone  Lake;  and  at 
“Norris  Geyser  Basin,”  are  situated  at  the  most 
interesting  points  in  the  Park.  They  are  modern 
in  every  way  and  connected  by  telephone  and 
telegraph. 


THREE  POPULAR  TOURS. 

TOUR  NO.  1.  To  Lower  and  Upper  Geyser 
Basins  and  return. 

Two  and  one  - half  days  from  Salt  Lake  with  two 
days  and  one  night  in  the  Park. 

Departing  from  Salt  Lake  in  the  evening,  arriv- 
ing at  Yellowstone  the  next  morning  at  6:30; 
leaving  Yellowstone  at  8:00  a.  m.,  arriving  at 
Fountain  Hotel  11:30  a.  m.  for  lunch,  and  Old 
Faithful  Inn  at  3:30  p,  m.,  remaining  there  until 
after  lunch  the  following  day.  Depart  at  i :oo  p. 
m.,  arriving  at  Yellowstone  5:30  p.  m..  Salt  Lake 
City  the  following  morning. 

TOUR  NO.  2.  To  the  Geyser  Basins,  Yellow- 
stone Lake,  Grand  Canyon,  Nor- 
ris Geyser  Basin  and  return. 

Four  and  one -half  days  from  Salt  Lake  with  four 
days  and  three  nights  in  the  Park. 

Departing  from  Salt  Lake  in  the  evening,  arrive 
at  Yellowstone  6:30  a.  m.;  leaving  Yellowstone 
8:00  a.  m.,  arrive  Fountain  for  lunch.  Old  Faith- 
ful Inn  3:30  p.  m.  Leave  Old  Faithful  Inn  8:00 
a.  m.;  arrive  Thumb  Bay  for  lunch.  Colonial  Hotel, 
Yellowstone  Lake,  4:00  p.  m.  Leaving  Lake  at 
8:00  a.  m.,  arrive  Grand  Canyon  Hotel  for  lunch. 
Leaving  Grand  Canyon  8:30  a.  m.,  arrive  Norris 
for  lunch,  and  Yellowstone  5:30  p.  m..  Salt  Lake 
City  the  following  morning. 

TOUR  NO.  3.  To  Geyser  Basins,  Yellowstone 
Lake,  Grand  Canyon,  Norris  Gey- 
ser Basin,  Mammoth  Hot  Springs 
and  return. 

Five  and  one -half  days  from  Salt  Lake  with  five 
days  and  four  nights  in  the  Park. 


Departing  from  Salt  Lake  in  the  evening,  arrive 
at  Yellowstone  6:3o  a.  m.  Leaving  Yellowstone 
8:oo  a.  m.,  arrive  Fountain  for  lunch,  Old  Faithful 
Inn  3:30  p.  m.  Leave  Old  Faithful  Inn  8:00  a.  m.; 
arrive  Thumb  Bay  lunch.  Colonial  Hotel,  Yellow- 
stone Lake,  4:00  p.  m.  Leave  Lake  Hotel  8:00  a. 
m.,  arrive  Grand  Canyon  Hotel  for  lunch.  Leave 
Grand  Canyon  Hotel  8:30  a.  m.;  arrive  Norris 
lunch.  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  4:00  p.  m.  Leave 
Mammoth  8:00  a.  m.;  arrive  Norris  for  lunch, 
Yellowstone  5:30  p.  m..  Salt  Lake  City  the  fol- 
lowing morning. 

Parties  holding  Tour  No.  i tickets  can  arrange 
with  the  agent  of  the  Monida  & Yellowstone  Stage 
Company,  Upper  Geyser  Basin,  for  extending  their 
trip  to  Tour  No.  2. 

Parties  holding  Tour  No.  2 tickets  can  arrange 
with  the  agent  of  the  Monida  & Yellowstone  Stage 
Company  at  Norris  Geyser  Basin  for  extending 
their  trip  to  Tour  No.  3.

THE  SIGHTS  OF  THE  TRIP  ON 
TOUR  NO.  1. 


Departing  from  the  railway  station,  Yellow- 
stone, at  the  western  entrance,  in  the  two-horse 
surreys,  or  four-horse  Concord  coaches  of  the 
Monida  & Yellowstone  Stage  Company  about  8:oo 
a.  m.,  one  immediately  enters  Christmas  Tree 
Park.  Some  two  miles  from  the  station  the  beau- 
tiful Madison  River  comes  into  view.  The  govern- 
ment road  follows  the  south  bank  three  or  four 
miles,  passing  Riverside  military  station,  crossing 
the  river  as  it  enters  Madison  Canyon,  through 
which  it  continues  for  five  or  six  miles.  Mt.  Yel- 
lowstone is  at  the  junction  of  the  Gibbon  and  Fire- 
hole  rivers,  the  head-waters  of  the  Madison.  The 
road  to  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin  follows  the  Fire- 
hole,  while  the  one  to  Norris  Geyser  Basin  is  along 
the  Gibbon. 

Mt.  Yellowstone,  or  Junction  Butte,  is  where  the 
Washburn-Langford  party  camped  in  September, 
1870.  After  making  a complete  exploration  of  this 
region  it  was  suggested  by  a member  of  the  party 
that  this  section  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  be  set 
aside  as  a national  reserve,  which  was  accom- 
plished by  Act  of  Congress  in  1872.  Three  miles 
from  the  Junction  the  road  joins  the  river  again 
at  the  Cascades,  one  of  the  many  pretty  waterfalls 
in  which  the  Park  abounds.  Between  the  Junction 
and  the  Cascades  the  river  makes  a detour  to  the 
south  through  a rough  and  almost  inaccessible 
region,  while  from  the  Cascades  to  the  Lower 
Geyser  Basin  one  travels  along  its  very  banks.  A 
mile  from  the  Fountain  Hotel  the  road  crosses 
Nez  Perces  Creek,  the  east  fork  of  the  Firehole, 
made  famous  by  the  Nez  Perces  Indians,  headed 
by  Chief  Joseph,  on  their  memorable  raid  through 
the  Park  in  1877,  while  pursued  by  General  How- 
ard and  his  command.  The  Fountain  Hotel  is

reached  by  11:30  a.  m.,  where  a halt  is  made  for 
lunch.  About  1:30  you  depart  for  the  Upper  Gey- 
ser Basin,  nine  miles  distant.  A few  hundred  feet 
from  the  hotel  are  the  Mammoth  Paint  Pots  and 
Fountain  Geyser,  the  first  hot  water  encountered 
on  the  journey.  These  paint  pots  are  by  far  the 
most  unique  formation  of  its  kind  in  the  Park. 
The  basin  is  about  sixty  feet  in  diameter  and  filled 
with  thick  pasty  material  in  constant  ebullition, 
and  in  places  very  highly  colored.  The  rooms  of 
the  Fountain  Hotel  were  calcimined  with  this 
material,  and  many  delicate  shades  are  in  evidence. 
A short  distance  to  the  west  is  the  Fountain  Gey- 
ser, which  has  an  eruption  every  four  hours,  and 
generally  plays  between  12:00  and  1:00  p.  m.  Con- 
tinuing the  drive  a few  miles,  one  reaches  Excel- 
sior Geyser  (Hell’s  Half  Acre).  Tourists  gen- 
erally leave  the  coaches  at  the  landing  and  cross 
the  foot-bridge  for  a closer  inspection  of  this 
wonderful  crater,  the  conveyances  meeting  them 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river.  From  the  Ex- 
celsior to  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin,  Old  Faithful 
Inn,  the  coaches  stop  to  inspect  Silent  Pool,  Ar- 


temesia  Spring,  Beauty  Spring,  Morning  Glory 
Spring,  Riverside,  Grotto  and  Giant  geysers, 
Punchbowl  Spring,  Blacksand  Basin,  Emerald 
Pool,  Castle  Geyser,  reaching  Old  Faithful  Inn 
about  3:30  p.  m.  From  the  hotel,  accompained  by 
a registered  guide  furnished  by  the  Yellowstone 
Park  Association,  a trip  is  made  over  the  Forma- 
tion, where  it  is  not  possible  to  take  a conveyance, 
to  Old  Faithful,  Beehive  and  Giantess  geysers, 
Sponge  Spring,  Lion,  Surprise  and  Economic 
geysers  and  numerous  minor  attractions  in  the 
vicinity,  after  dinner  viewing  Old  Faithful  Geyser 
by  searchlight,  a powerful  battleship  light  located 
on  the  top  of  Old  Faithful  Inn  which  illuminates 
the  geyser  in  a very  satisfactory  manner,  is  not 
to  be  omitted;  also  all  the  geysers  in  the  Upper 
Basin  that  happen  to  be  in  eruption.  As  Old 
Faithful  is  regular  every  hour,  the  electrician  in 
charge  of  the  searchlight  never  disappoints  the 
visitors.  The  bears  feeding  on  the  garbage  back 
in  the  woods  afford  much  amusement  by  their 
queer  antics.  After  the  searchlight  performance 
all  gather  around  the  immense  fireplace  in  the 
hotel  lobby  and  partake  of  popcorn,  one  of  the 
features  of  Old  Faithful  Inn.  Those  holding  Tour 
No.  I tickets  to  the  Geysers  and  return  and  de- 
siring to  continue  their  journey  to  the  Lake,  Can- 
yon, Norris,  or  Mammoth,  can  arrange  with  the 
agent  of  the  Monida  & Yellowstone  Stage  Com- 
pany at  Old  Faithful  Inn.  Coaches  depart  for  the 
railroad  at  1:00  p.  m.,  reaching  Yellowstone  about 
5:30  p.  m. 

TOUR  NO.  2. 

Following  the  above  itinerary  to  Old  Faithful 
Inn,  but  departing  at  8:00  a.  m.  the  second  day, 
the  first  interesting  sight  is  Kepler  Cascades  three 
miles  on  the  road  to  Yellowstone  Lake.  A grad- 
ual ascent  is  made  to  the  summit  of  the  Conti- 


nental  Divide  along  Spring  Creek,  which  has  its 
source  in  “Two  Ocean  Pond,”  whose  waters  flow 
in  both  directions,  one  into  the  Atlantic  via  Spring 
Creek,  Firehole,  Madison,  Missouri  and  Missis- 
sippi rivers  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  the  other  by 
DeLacey  Creek,  Shoshone  Lake,  Lewis’  Fork  of 
the  Snake  River,  and  Columbia  River  into  the 
Pacific.  From  the  summit  of  the  “divide”  is  seen 
Shoshone  Lake,  and  on  a cloudless  day  a fine  view 
of  the  Three  Tetons  is  had.  They  are  the  loftiest 
peaks  in  the  Rocky  Mountains,  having  an  elevation 
of  over  14,000  feet  above  sea  level.  From  Shos- 
hone Point  the  drive  is  to  Yellowstone  Lake,  re- 
crossing the  Continental  Divide  at  a point  that 
one  would  not  realize  were  it  not  for  the  sign- 
board. The  lunch  station  at  Thumb  Bay,  Yellow- 
stone Lake,  is  reached  by  11:30.  Numerous  hot 
springs  and  paint  pots  are  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
lunch  station.  But  these  minor  attractions  are 
overlooked  by  the  beautiful  views  of  Yellowstone 
Lake.  This  lake  is  the  largest  body  of  water  in 
North  America  at  this  altitude,  nearly  8,000  feet 
above  the  sea.  From  the  lunch  station  a steamer

plies  to  the  Colonial  Hotel  at  the  outlet,  sixteen 
miles  distant  by  coach  and  about  twenty  miles  by 
water.  The  coaches  depart  from  Thumb  Lunch 
Station  at  1:30  p.  m.,  arriving  at  the  hotel  4 p.  m. 

The  chief  amusement  at  the  Lake  Hotel  is  trout 
fishing  in  the  river  outlet,  a mile  or  two  from  the 
landing.  Rowboats  and  oarsmen  are  at  your 
command.  The  wild  grizzly  and  black  bears,  feed- 
ing on  the  garbage  back  of  the  hotel,  will  certain- 
ly entertain  you.  Leaving  the  hotel  about  8:00  a. 
m.  on  the  third  day,  the  route  is  along  the  west 
bank  of  the  Yellowstone  River,  which  is  the  only 
outlet  of  the  Lake.  Some  six  miles  distant  a stop 
is  made  at  Mud  Volcano — this  hideous  crater  with 
the  fierce  agitation  of  its  contents  will  certainly 
impress  you.  From  Mud  Geyser  one  passes 
through  Hayden  Valley,  the  largest  valley  in  the 
Park,  and  none  more  beautiful.  Four  miles  from 
the  Canyon  Hotel  the  river  begins  to  narrow — its 
waters  more  rapid — and  the  next  stop  is  at  the 
Upper  Falls  where  safe  stairways  and  landings 
afford  the  visitors  an  opportunity  of  inspecting 
this  wonderful  waterfall,  the  drop  of  which  is  over 
140  feet.  From  the  Upper  Falls  the  drive  is  along 
the  brink  of  the  canyon,  some  two  miles  beyond 
the  hotel  to  Inspiration  Point,  with  stops  at  the 
various  points  en  route,  reaching  the  hotel  about 
12:00  o’clock.  In  the  afternoon  you  may  walk  to 
the  brink  of  the  Lower  Falls,  which  have  a drop 
of  360  feet;  visit  Point  Lookout,  or  take  a Forma- 
tion wagon  to  the  opposite  side  of  the  Canyon,  to 
Artist  Point,  crossing  on  the  cement  arch  bridge 
which  spans  the  river  a short  distance  above  the 
Upper  Falls.  Towards  sundown  at  the  feeding 
grounds  back  of  the  hotel  the  best  bear  exhibition 


Black  Bear  on  guard  at  feeding  ground  waiting  for  supper, 
is  to  be  seen.  It  is  not  infrequent  that  fifteen  to 
twenty  black,  brown  and  grizzly  bears  may  be 
seen  at  one  time.  On  the  morning  of  the  fourth 
day  the  coaches  depart  from  the  Canyon  Hotel 
about  8:30,  for  a drive  of  twelve  miles  to  Norris 
Geyser  Basin.  The  Yellowstone  Park  Associa- 
tion guide  conducts  parties  through  the  Basin — 
a trip  well  worth  the  while — and  at  i :oo  p.  m, 
the  coaches  depart  for  Yellowstone,  passing 
through  Norris  Basin,  Elk  Park,  Gibbon  Meadow, 
Gibbon  Canyon  to  the  junction  of  the  Firehole, 
and  along  the  Madison  River  to  Yellowstone, 
arriving  about  5:30  p.  m. 

TOUR  NO.  3. 

Tour  No.  3 is  the  same  as  the  above  Tours  Nos. 
I and  2 up  to  Norris  Geyser  Basin,  The  coaches 
for  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  depart  from  Norris  at 
1^2:30  p.  m.,  arriving  at  Mammoth  Hotel  at  4:00 
p.  m.  The  chief  attractions  of  the  trip  are  the 
Roaring  Mountain,  Obsidian  Cliff,  Swan  Lake 
Valley,  Electric  Peak,  Golden  and  Silver  Gates, 
Mammoth  Hot  Springs  and  Fort  Yellowstone. 
The  morning  of  the  fifth  day  the  coaches  leave 


Mammoth  Hot  Springs  at  8:oo  a,  m.,  arriving  at 
Norris  at  12:00  noon  for  lunch,  departing  at  1:00 
p.  m.,  following  the  itinerary  of  the  last  afternoon 
of  Tour  No.  2,  reaching  Yellowstone  at  5:30  p.  m. 

DO  NOT  OVERLOOK  THE  THREE 
PARK  TOURS. 

No.  I to  the  Geysers  and  return. 

No.  2 to  Geysers,  Lake,  Canyon,  Norris  Geyser 
•Basin  and  return. 

No.  3 to  all  points  in  the  Park. 

If  pressed  for  time  take  Tour  No.  i and  see  the 
only  geysers  in  the  world.  If  you  are  not  confi- 
dent that  you  can  stand  the  entire  trip,  or  that  the 
accommodations  are  not  up  to  your  expectations, 
take  Tour  No.  i.  If  all  is  well,  the  stage  com- 
pany will  arrange  for  your  trip  to  include  Tour 
No.  2 or  3,  as  you  may  decide.  The  trip  is  not 
one  of  hardship.  The  government  roads  are  well 
constructed  and  sprinkled — no  rivers  to  ford — 
coaches  and  surreys  are  as  easy  riding  as  car- 
riages used  in  the  cities.  The  hotels  are  first- 
class,  and  you  will  be  surprised  at  the  service. 

Yellowstone  Park  occupies  the  northwest  corner 
of  Wyoming,  overlapping  a few  miles  into  Mon- 
tana on  the  north,  and  Idaho  and  Montana  on  the 
west.  It  is  55  by  65  miles  in  size;  set  apart  by 
Act  of  Congress  in  1872,  for  the  enjoyment  and 
pleasure  of  the  people.  The  season  is  June,  July, 
August  and  September. 

PRIVATE  CONVEYANCES 

The  Monida  & Yellowstone  Stage  Company  has 
three  and  five-passenger  two-horse  Glens  Falls 
surreys,  and  eight  and  eleven-passenger  four-horse 
Concord  coaches.  Arrangements  can  be  made 
with  the  Oregon  Short  Line  at  Salt  Lake,  or  the 
stage  company’s  agent  at  Yellowstone  for  private 


conveyances;  the  only  extra  charge  is  for  the 
vacant  space,  and  the  regular  authorized  govern- 
ment charge  for  holding  the  conveyance  on  lay- 
over days,  which  is  one-half  the  regular  rates. 
Parties  having  special  conveyances  will  have  them 
at  their  command  forenoons  and  afternoons  for 
drives  around  the  hotel,  at  which  they  are  stop- 
ping over  extra  days,  for  distances  not  exceeding 
five  miles  from  the  same.  The  schedule  for  private 
parties  will  be,  not  to  leave  any  hotel  before,  nor 
more  than  one-half  hour  after  the  regular  leaving 
time. 

Parties  holding  Tour  No.  i,  2 or  3 tickets  have 
the  privilege  of  stopping  over  at  the  hotels  in  the 
Park  as  long  as  they  desire  without  extra  charge 
for  transportation.  By  giving  the  Monida  & Yel- 
lowstone Stage  Company’s  agent  24  hours’  notice, 
seats  will  be  provided  in  coaches  on  day  they  de- 
sire to  resume  their  journey.  A coach  or  surrey 
! load,  desiring  to  stop  over  and  wishing  to  retain 
coach  or  surrey  for  their  exclusive  use,  will  pay 
the  authorized  charge,  otherwise  it  may  be  nec^s- 
I sary  to  divide  the  party  when  they  desire  to  leave.

BAGGAGE. 


Twenty-five  pounds  of  hand  baggage  allowed 
each  passenger.  Trunks  cannot  be  transported  in 
surreys  or  coaches.  Parties  contemplating  a pro- 
longed trip  through  the  Park  can  arrange  locally 
with  the  Monida  & Yellowstone  Stage  Company’s 
agent  for  handling  same.  Trunks  will  be  stored 
at  Yellowstone  without  charge  while  making  the 
Park  tour.  Dusters,  coats,  hats,  etc.,  can  be  rented 
or  purchased  at  Yellowstone  if  desired. 

The  advantages  of  a visit  to  Yellowstone  via  the 
western  entrance,  the  “Short  Line  Route,”  are 
many;  the  most  improved  railway  equipment, 
through  sleeping  car  service  from  the  east,  Salt 
Lake  City  and  Pacific  coast  cities  to  and  from 
Yellowstone.  Scenic  attractions  are  many,  Colo- 
rado for  east  or  west  bound  tourists;  the  historic 
Salt  Lake  City  will  afford  an  exceedingly  interest- 
ing day,  to  or  from  the  Park.  There  are  three 
routes  to  the  Pacific  coast:  Via  the  Columbia  River 
Route  to  Portland  and  Puget  Sound  points;  via 
the  popular  Sunset  Route  to  San  Francisco,  and 
the  interesting  Scenic  Route  from  Salt  Lake  to 
Los  Angeles,  only  a day  and  a half  between  Yel- 
lowstone and  the  above  points.  Parties  visiting 
the  Park  from  the  Pacific  coast  have  a choice  of 
routes  going  and  returning,  while  for  the  eastern 
and  southern  states  a variety  of  routes  are  open 
to  the  tourist.
